organ, made without any fixed tunes, but upos 
which any quantity of mew music may be played 
off by simply inserting a new strip of music an 
der the lid of the instrument, amd then grinding 
| eway as before. le order to produce this re- 
sult, the music to be played is aot printed, but 
is represented by holes out im strips of thick 
peper, about a foot wide, and as many yards 
long as you please. These holes cut im the line 
ef the paper which corresponds to each note of 
the organ, allow of the air passing out, and 
thus produce the required putes, their volume 
and length, as also the rapidity of their succes- 
sion, depending upoa the size ami closeness of 
the holes 

The strips of musie, thus prepared, being 
laid over the mouth of the organ where it is 
held im place by the lid, the performer grinds 
away os usaal; the turning of the handle draws 
the paper stowly across the mouth, the organ 
giving ont in the mete s amet 
ing to the holes in the paper.
